On and from 01-06-1991 once in every 4 years when an 
Officer avails of Leave Travel Concession, he may be per¬ 
mitted to surrender and encash his Privilege Leave not 
exceeding one month at a time.

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(4) The rentier wQl be closed at suoh times and for 
such periods as the Trust may from time to time determine 
provided that it shall not be closed for more than 30 
days iu any one year; the Trust shall give notice of such 
closure by advertisement in such newspapers as the Board 
may direct. 

Provided however, that after the publication of the inti¬ 
mation by the Trust of the termination of this scheme, the 
Trust would be entitled to close the register for more than 
30 days in any one year and thereafter the Trust would not 
be liable to accept any transfer's of units for registration with 
the Trust or to give effect to any transfer of units by any 
unitholder after the date so notified and any application 
for transfer of unit6 thereafter shall be deemed inoperative 
and the Trust shall not be liable for any loss that any unit- 
holder may suffer on that account. 

(5) No notice of any trust express, implied or constructive 
shall be entered on the register in respect of any unit. 

23. Receipt by unit holder to discharge Trust 

The receipt of the unit holder for any moneys paid to him 
in respect of the units represented by the certificate shall be 
a good discharge to the Trust. 

24. Nomination by unitholders 

(1) Unitholders holding units singly or two unitholders 
HoJdiug jointly may excercise the right to make or cancel a 
nomination in favour of not more than 2 persons subject to 
the regulations made in this regard. 

(2) Unitholders being either parent or lawful guardian 
on behalf erf a minor and an eligible institution, societies, 
shall have no right to make any nomination. 

25. Transfer of Units 

(1) Transfer of units shall be permissible. 

(2) Every unitholder holding units shall be entitled to 
transfer units or any of the units held by him by an 
instrument in writing in a form approved by the Chair¬ 
man of the Trust. Provided, that no transfer shall be re¬ 
gistered if the registration thereof would result in the 
transferor or the transferee being a holder of a No. of 
units not being a multiple of 100. 

(3) Every instrument of transfer shall be signed by the 
transferor and the transferee and the transferor shall be 
deemed to remain the holder of the units transferred until 
the name of the transferee is entered in the register in res¬ 
pect thereof. This clause shall read in conjunction with 
“Trading of units.” 

26. Death or bankruptcy of a unitholder 

( 1) In the event of death of a unitholder, the nominee/s 
shall be person/s recognised by the Trust as the per* 
s6n/s entitled to the amount payable by the Trust in res¬ 
pect of units under the regulations. 

(2) In the absence of a valid nomination by a unithol¬ 
der the executor or administrators of the deceased unit- 
holder or a holder of succession certificate issued under Part 
X of the Indian Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 1925) shall 
be the only persons who may be recognised by the Trust 
as having any title to the unit. 

(3) Any person becoming entitled to the units conse¬ 
quent upon the death or bankruptcy of a unitholder may, 
upon producing such evidence as to his title as the Trust 
shall consider sufficient, be paid the repurchase value of all 
units to the credit of the deceased at par after all the 
formalities in connection with the claim have been complied 
with by the claimant. 

(4) In the event the sole no min ee under the unit certi¬ 
ficate is a person eligible to hold units then at the desire of 
the said nominee, the nominee may instead of receiving 
the repurchase value of all units to the credit of the deceas¬ 
ed shall be permitted to hold the units as a unitholder and 
continue to remain registered as a unitholder and shall be 
Issued a unit certificate in his name in respect of units 
SO desired to be held subject to the conditions regarding 
minimum holdings. 


27. Investment Limits 

(1) Investments by the Trust from the funds of the 
Scheme in the securities of any company shall not exceed 
15% of ihc securities issued and outstanding of such com¬ 
panies. Provided that the aggregate of such investments in 
the capita) initially issued by new industrial undertakings 
shall not at any time exceed 5% of the total amount of the 
said funds. 

(2) The limits pi escribed under sub-clause (l) shall 
not apply to investments of the Trust in bonds and deben¬ 
tures and deposits of a company whether secured or not. 

28. Income Distribution 

The Trust may or may not declare income distribution 
under the scheme depending upon the income received 
under the scheme and the expenses incurred thereunder. 
The income distributable, if any, shall be paid as soon as 
may be possible after the closing of the annual accounts as 
on the 30th of June each year. 

29. Publication of Accounts 

The Trust shall as soon as may be after the 30th June 
of each year cause to be published in such manner as the 
Board may decide, accounts in the manner specified by the 
Board showing the working of the scheme during the period 
ending as of that date. The Trust shall, on a request In 
writing received from a unitholder, furnish him a copy of 
the accounts so published, 

30. Additions and Amendments to the Scheme 

The Board may from time to time add to or otherwise 
amend this scheme and any amendment/addition thereof 
will be notified in the Official Gazette. 

3). Termination of the Scheme : 

The Scheme shall stand finally terminated an 1st August, 
1999. All unitholders who have participated in the Scheme 
for its entire period shall be paid the value of the units at 
the repurchase price fixed for the final repurchase during 
the above period. Besides, receiving the final repurchase 
price determined no further benefit of any kind cither by 
way of increase in the repurchase value or by way of divi¬ 
dend for any subsequent period shall accrue and the re- 
urchase value will be paid by the Trust as early as possi- 
le after the unit certificate with the form on the reverse 
thereof duly completed has been received by it. The unit 
certificate received for repurchase shall be retained by the 
Trust for cancellation. 

32. Scheme to be binding cm Unitholders : 

The terms of the scheme including any amendments, 
changes thereto from time to time should be binding on each 
unitholder and every other person claiming through him 
as if he had expressly agreed that they should be so 
binding not withstanding anything contained in the pro¬ 
visions of the scheme. 

33. Benefits to the unitholders : 

All benefits accruing under the scheme in respect of 
capital and reserves and surpluses, if any, at the time of the 
closure of the scheme shall be available to the unitholders 
who hold the units for the full term of the scheme till its 
closure, 

34. Copy of Scheme to be made available : 

A copy of this scheme Incorporating all amendments 
thereto shall be made available for inspection at the offices 
of the Trust at all times during its business hours and may 
be supplied by the Trust to any person or application on 
payment of Rupees five. 

35. Power to construe provisions : 

Should any doubt arise as to the interpretation of any of 
the provisions, Chairman or in his absence the Executive 
Trustee shall have powers to construe the provisions of the 
scheme, in so fai such construction is not in any manner 
prejudicial or contrary to the basic structure of the scheme 
and such decision shall be conclusive.
